1193f, The grasshopper situation in 

Ianitoba is serious, but euergetic 

ontrol measures have been taken 
Further general rains are needed, In 
Saskatchewan, damage from soil 
drifting has been very widespread 
over all of southern central, and east- 
ern parts of the province, but more 
especially in the south. A general 
soaking rain is badly needed over all 
the drifted areas, Cutworms are 
working in every district but are 
more active in the south and centre. 

Conditions in Alberta are generally 
favorable as to moisture, absence of 
drifting and cutworm damage. The 
general height of wheat in the three 
provinces ranged from two to six 
inches. Seeding of coarse grains is 
about completed in Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan, Growth in Alberta is 
delayed to some extent by rains and 
cold weather. The whole province 
now needs warm sunny weather to 
promote more rapid growth, 

Compared with the report issued by 
the Free Press, June 6th, 1931, which 
was considered the most disappoint- 
ing ever issued at that date in 29 
years, the present peport isa decided 
improvement. 


Standing in front of the Law Courts 
in Vancouver is one of the highest 
flagpoles in the British Empire. It 
flies its flag 210 fevt ia the air, A few 
days ago it became necessary to Sup 
ply a new rope, but offi ials were 
faced with the problem of getting the 
rope through the pulley at the top of 
the pole. After scouting around for 
some time, a young sailor from the 
new Canadian National Steamship 
Prince Rupert, which operates on the 
Alaskan run from Vancouver in the 
Summer, voluhteered and was award- 
ed the task, He had not made much 
progress before he began to attract 
attention and by the time he was half 
way up the pole thousands were 
crowded around the Law Courts build- 
ing watching the human fly gradually 
work his way towards the top. His 
work was made more difficult because 
of astiff wind blowing and when he 
reached the top he was forced to tie 
himself around the pole for safety. 
His return to the ground was just as 
dangerous as the trip up because of 
the wind but the plucky young sailor- 
man was given a thundering cheer by 
the thousands of watching spectators. 


Clipping the clouds along the snow- 
clad ridges of the Athabasca Valley, 
a puss-Moth buzzed a noisy and im- 
pertinent celebration of the opening, 
June 1, of fishing for the first time in’ 
the major lakes of Jasper National 
Park. Mountain barnstorming 
threatens to develop into a new mode 
of sight-seeing in this mountain re- 
sort, and the old timers with their 
packs and saddles gaze aloft in dis- 
gust. Instead of hitting the trail to 
fish the leaping, lunging dynamite, all 
the indolent need do now is troll from 
their aeroplane. That is their verdict 
anyway, An ex-air mail pilot vol- 
planed down near town two weeks 
ago and has done a thriving business 
over the green mantled peaks ever 
since. With fishing developing into 
a big attraction, he now plans on 
bringing in an amphibian machine 
and having his passengers in and out 
with their legal limit of fish in the 
space of a morning, Aeroplanes or 
no aeroplanes, the outfitters aren,t 
worrying, They are taking canoes in 
daily to the waters that have nur- 
tured fish for three years now before 
the public opening. Maybe there are 
still enough oldfashioned people to 
keep them busy.

Sun Spots and 2 Rain 


Plenty Of Moisture For Western Grain 
Fields Is Predicted 

Western Canada may expect fairly 
generous rains for some time to 
come if sun-spot data collected by the 
Dominion Observatory runs true to 
form. According to observatory offi- 
cials, Canada is now approaching a 
“sun-spot period,” which should pro- 
duce plenty of moisture for the west- 
ern grain fields. 

The effect of sun-spots, it was ex- 
plained, is to increase the rainfall 
over a long period. 

A sun-spot period lasts for 11 to 
11% years. This does not mean that 
tremendous quantities of rain will fall 
for a short period, but rather that 
over a long period the precipitation 
will be higher than when the sun- 
spots are not in evidence. 

Heavy rains in different parts of 
the world at present were hardly at- 
tributed to sun-spots. 

To begin with, in the absence of ac- 
curate world data, scientists were un- 
willing to agree that the rainfall over 
the world has been exceptionally 
heavy. 

While precipitation has been great 
in certain countries, it was not so in 
others. 

Certain parts of Canada, for in- 
stance, had been exceptionally dry 
during May, while others had experi- 
enced generous rains, 

Officials made it clear that a few 
weeks’ heavy rain cannot be explain- 
ed by sun-spots. Their effect is over 
a@ much longer period,

Britain and Europe 


The name of the former kaiser 
occupies a prominent place in the 
letters, in which the late queen is 
revealed as an advocate of forbear- 
ance when his doings aroused hostil- 
ity. 

This was particularly noticeable at 
the time of the Boer War when the 
kaiser sent a telegram to President 
Krueger of the Transvaal in South 
Africa, which excited indignation on 
the part of the British nation. Queen 


Victoria shared in the indignation, 
but kept her restraint. 
‘It wouldn't do,” she wrote, ‘to 


give him a good snub. Sharp, cutting 
answers and remarks only irritate 
and do harm, and in sovereigns and 
princes should most carefully be 
guarded against. 

“William's faults come from im- 
petuousness, as well as conceit, and 
calmness and firmness are the most 
powerful weapons in such cases.”
